WATERWORKS’ FILTERS 


City Consuming More Than 
Plant Can Properly Han- 
dle, Smith Says. 


With Atlantans using more than 
40,000,000 gallons daily during the 
hot weather, a shortage of properly 
filtered water threatens, W. Zode 
Smith, superintendent of the city 
waterworks, announced yesterday as 


Mayor Pro Tem. Ed A, Gilliam pre- 
pared to go to Washington this week 
in an effort to obtain federal money 
for additional filtration machinery for 
Atlanta. 

Council Monday authorized Gilliam 
to seek approximately half a milion 
dollars as a grant from the govern- 
ment with which to construct filters 
here. “He will leave the end of the 
week, 

Superintendent Smith said muddy 
water is being pumped out over the 
city during the peak hours each day 
because the filtration plant is forced 
to do duty beyond its capacity. 

The capacity of the machinery at 
the waterworks is 39,000,000 gallons 
a day but the total daily consumption 
now is in excess of 40,000,000 gallons, 
he said. 

During the peak hours of water con- 
sumption from 4 to 7 o'clock, when

_The first narcotic addict from Gecr- 
gia to take the cure at the United 
States government’s newly established 
health farm at Lexington, Ky., will 
leave Atlanta tomorrow to begin the 
two-year experiment. 

Georgia’s pioneer is a 35-year-old 
Rome man, son of a well-to-do fam- 
ily which is co-operating with the 
government in its efforts to help the 
man rid himself of a habit which has 
had him in its grip for more than 
15 years. 

The scene of his effort to stage a 
comeback is a modernly equipped farm 
tucked away in the rolling bluegrass 
hills outside of Lexington. It was 
opened two months ago under the aus- 
pices of the United States Public 
Health Department, which is co-opéf- 
ating with law enforcement agencies 
}of the federal government in an. ef- 
fort to rehabilitate the derelicts of 
dope under humane conditions, 

Until this new farm was opened 
‘the government was forced to com- 
br the narcotic addicts to federal 


prisons, from which they emerged 
| rarely cured and often the victims of 
a half-dozen additional vices picked 
up within the penitentiary walls, 
Reserved for Addicts. 

The new health farm is reserved 
exclusively for victims of narcotic 
habits. Government doctors work 
with the latest methods developed by 
scientists throughout the world. ‘The 
patients live as normal beings in the 
healthy atmosphere and the govern- 
ment doctors have tentatively set two

3. The victim enters the farm volun- 
tarily, paying a nominal fee for his 
maintenance until he is discharged

PRICE PICKUP IS SATE 
FOR LATE MELON CROP 


States Shows Big Gain 
Over 1934. / © 


By The Associated Press. 

Substantial crop increase . over 
1934 and a late-season price pickup 
for southeastern watermelons this 
year are shown in the 1935 melon 
crop summary received in Atlanta 
yesterday by the Federal-State Mar- 
keting Service. 


Total watermelon planting in Flor- 
ida, Georgia, Alabama and South 
Carolina, were considerably in ex- 
cess of 1934 plantings, although Flor- 
ida’s planting of 20,000 acres was 
the lightest since 1925, the summary 
indicated. The Georgia acreage in- 
crease was almost 30 per cent and 
that of South Carolina 35 per cent. 

“Florida’s total production was es- 
timated to be approximately 35 per 
cent more melons than that of the 
previous s@ason in spite of this sea- 
son’s lighter acreage.” R. Maynard 
Peterson, manager of the marketing 
service, wrote in his report. “Tha 
larger size of the melons added fur- 
ther to the total yield. 

“The total production in Georgia 
was estimated at about 43 per cent 
heavier than last season, and the car- 
lot shipments indicate a 35 per cent 
heavier movement. South Carolina's 
total production appeared to be 90 
per cent heavier than last year, but 
the carlot shipments were increased 
only around 40 per cent.” 

With unusually early crops in both 
Florida and Georgia, ‘shipping point 
prices were very unsatisfactory dur- 
ing most of the season,” Peterson 
reported.

COTTON CROP ESTIMATE 

In the early stages of cotton pro- 
duction there are three official an- 
nouncements that are eagerly await- 
ed, not only by growers and those 
who handle the staple until it is 
fabricated, but by the entire busi- 
ness world, for these announce- 
ments are barometers as to possible 
price. 

The first is the acreage planted 
'to cotton, a report on which was 
given out by the government early 
in July; the second the carryover, 
which becomes known on August 
i, and, third, the government’s es- 
timate of the prospective number 
of bales that will be produced for 


5. | the year, based on figures which 


this year will be released tomorrow. 

Eight surveys made public by pri- 
vate interests reveal an average of 
11,528,000 bales; the highest is 
12,294,000, the lowest 10,550,000. 
The government estimate will like- 
ly be somewhere between those 
two extremes, and the price the 
Staple will command depends large- 
ly upon those figures. 

The government has not yet an- 
nounced a continuation of the 12- 
cent loan, officials apparently wait- 
ing for tomorrow’s crop estimate. 

Senator Bankhead insists that the 
12-cent loan will be continued re- 
gardiess of the figures to be given 
out at noon tomorrow. Private in- 
terests, however, are not sure of 
this. They believe that if the crop 
is estimated at the highest figures 
given above, the government will 
continue a 12-cent loan, but that if 
the 1935 crop estimate is nearer 
10,550,000, the government may 
cut its loan figure, or let the crop 
take care of the price without mak- 
ing a stabilizing loan.

There is not much danger of the 
fascist leagues repeating their at- 
tempt to seize power, as they did 
in February, 1934, the liberal front 
is too powerful.

In the meantime, opposition to the 
reductions is becoming vehement.

It contains a number of 
large, airy, sanitary cages, out-ot- 
doors, where native species of birds 
are perfectly at home. ‘There is a 
golden eagle, for example, more play- 
ful than any | have ever seen, His 
delight is to get one foot on a short 
stick and try to fly just far enough 
to get the other foot on it. To date 
he has not been known to succeed, 
but his persistence is admirable, to 
say the least. 

Then there is a great horned owl 
whose yellow eyes excite all sorts of 
admiration. It is a magnificent speci- 
men, to be sure. One of the other large 
cages has five young ward's herons. 
They were taken- from a nest last 
spring and raised in captivity. An- 
other heron cage has some immature 
little blue herons, Louisiana herons, 
and little green herons, along with a 
nice specimen of w ibis. By the 
way, 1 took two of his moulted wing 
feathers the other day and made a 
bass bug out of them that actually 
was a killer for fish, but don’t let 
my success lead you into killing an 
ibis for the same purpose. There is a 
heavy penalty. for that ang l am sure 
you would hate to be embarrassed by 
‘having to appear in federal courts. 
+ One of the larger cages contains a 
besnaund mixture of birds. The little 
sround doves, more common here than 
the mourning doves are in the Died- 
mont of Georgia, are represented by 
several pairs. There are white-eyed, 
towhees, cardinals, Florida jays, mock- 
ing birds, tricolor blackbirds, boat-tail- 
ed grackles and many other species 
that slip my mind at this time. We 
have also some Mongolian pheasants, 
golden pheasants and some fancy 
pigeons, but those don’t mean much to 
the one interested in native bird life. 

The aviary is not finished as yet 
but the general structural pattern is 
very pleasing. The poles are al] nat- 
ural pine, stripped of bark, and in 
some cases stained green. The roofing, 
where roofing is used. is green compo- 
sition but in the larger cases, thatch- 
ing of palmettos is used most effec- 
tively. There is a large shed being 
built over 26 electric quail brooders, 
following the same type of structure 
in using palmetto thatch. It is most 
effective. 3

winter, you will be the loser. There 
will be someone here who can show 
you around.

Health Talk

After all, you would think it ought 


to be a simple matter to settle this 
controversy over the permeability otf 
the skin. Why not apply the sub- 
stance in question to the skin of some 
innocent subject and determine wheth- 
er it is absorbed’ I have offered my 
skin, and it is still available, tor 
any such test which scientific or medi- 
cal authorities may choose to make. 
What's more I'll undertake to abide 
by the result in future teaching or at- 
titude. But for some reason or other 
the opposing side prefers to leave the 
question in the air. Guess the rea- 
son, 

Whether anything applied to the 
surface of the skin can nourish, feed, 
tone or otherwise influence tissues un- 
der the surface or not, this much is 
self-evident, that a young skin has 
plenty of natural oil secretion (se- 
bum) on it and consequently requires 
no cream or other unguent to preserve 
the complexion. Rather than cream 
or oil the young skin is kept clear and 
soft and beautiful by plenty of plain 
soap and water washing. 

Older skins, on the other hand, are 
likely to have insufficient sebum ur 
natural oil to keep the skin smooth, 
soft and warm. Accordingly one whose 
skin is not naturally oily may with 
advantage apply daily to the skin 
some oil or cream which contains oil. 
This prevents roughness, harshness, 
saliowness and irritation of the skin. 

The older skin should have the least 
possible contact with soap and water, 
preferably using oil or cream to 
cleanse it. Always immediately after 
washing the skin should have an ap- 
plication of oil, only a few drops, to 
take the place of the natural sebum 
or skin oil removed by washing. 

There is nothing better than rose 
water ointment (standard “cold 
cream”) for use on the skin where oil 
is required. This does not keep well 
if not freshly made, it is a troublesome 
task to make cold cream, but women 
who know find it is worth the trouble. 

Directions given in the United 
States Lharmacopoeia for making 
“cold cream” (Unguentum Aquae Ko- 
sae):. 

“Reduce 4 ounces and 179 grains of 
spermaceti and 4 ounces and 102 
grains of white beeswax to fine shav- 
jings and melt them together at mod- 
‘erate heat. Then add 20 fluid ounces 
and 138 minims of almond oil, pour 
the mixture into a warmed earthen- 
ware bowl, carefully add without stir- 
ring six fluid ounces and 104 minims 
of stronger rose water in which you 
have previously dissolved 77 grains 
of borax (or boric acid). Now stir 
the mixture, or better heat it with 
an egg beater, until it becomes uni- 
formly soft and creamy.” 

This makes a pleasant, cooling ap- 
plication for irritated skin, chapped 
skin or lips, mild sunburn or other 
burn. as well as the ideal unguent for 


milady’s complexion.

were with Aken when the eight 
strong-arm invaders battered down 
the door. Aken had just remarked 
to a reporter: “They won’t catch 
me asleep. I’m the superintendent 
and I'm going to stay here.” 

The invaders stormed the inner of- 
fice and, when some of Aken’s fol- 
lowers refused to leave, dragged them 
out. Aken himself put on his hat 
and left—after Puffer walked in and 
declared no records or other appur- 
tenances of the office could be re- 
moved, .

WEST POINT CLASS 
SEES BIG AIR SHOW 


Fleet of 44 Planes Gives Ex-- 
hibition at Fort 
Benning. 

FORT BENNING, Ga., Aug. 6.— 
(*)}—Dropping explosive bombs weigh- 
ing 100 and 300 pounds, the army’s 
huge bombers today simv'ated an at- 
fack on a wagon train and blasted 
out deep craters in the ground as 44 
planes staged a demonstration for the 
West Point senior class. 

The eadets are here for a two weks’ 
tour of duty, witnessing demonstra- 
tions of the latest modern weapons 
of war. This was the air corps big 
day and they showed their many of- 
fensive tricks to thrill the West 
Pointers and more than 1,000 other 
spectators. 

The planes were brought here from 
Langley Field, Va. and Barksdale 
Field, Shreveport, La. They left im- 
mediately after the demonstrations 
for their home bases. 

An attack squadron opened the 
aerial show with withering blasts of 
machine gun fire on ground. targets. 
This was followed closely by the drop- 
ping of 30-pound fragmentation 
bombs that made sieves of the targets. 

Another attack squadron’s dropping 
of parachute dummy bombs—one of 
the largest weapons from the air— 
'was the highlight of the show with 
| the execption of the operations of the 
biz bombers. 

Eleven planes, flying only about 
0) feet off the ground, tossed out over 
90 of the parachute bombs and flash- 
ed quickly out of simulated danger. 

Waiting high in the clouds, a pur- 
suit squadron, dove in attack and 
furnished a realistic idea of modern 
war above the clouds.
